In 1942 he was again armested and latterly has 
been doing national work with the Kisan Sabha.His Jtoryis 
that in April, 1930 his unit was in position ready to move 
into Peshawar City at short notice. He went into the 

City to see what was afoot and learnt that there was 
agitation against the use of foreign goods and the consump- 
tion of liquor, and that picketing was threatened. Later 
his company was informed by a British off icer t^t the 
trouble in the City was due to the fact that the Muhammadans, 
who formed 90* of the population, were looting theshopsof

Hindu shops. The company was warned that it might have to 
shoot. When the officer had gone Chandar Singh: inform ^ied his 
companions that they had not been told the truth and advised 
them not to shoot. They decided to follow his advice. On 
the 23rd April the unit moved into the City and found a 
huge gathering of people. Thecrowd was 0 ^ed*o*lsper*e 
but did not do so, whereupon the order to fire was given* 
Chandar Singh then shouted out a c ° n * rar y order and was 
obeyed. British troops were called in, the Garhwalls 
were marched off to camp and the leaders were , 

Sentence of death was expected but on account of the National 
awakening this course of action was not found possible 
and sentences of ten years were passed. °^ uent 

is that this story shows how the 'Farangis turn national 
feeling into communal channels and create dissension among 
Indians. Happy, he says, are those leaders who have 
declined to shoot down their brothers; after a few years in 
Jail they are still doing national work and are engagedin 
advancing the cause of the Kisan Sabha with the aid oi the 

Communists.
